John Nright's Speech in Edinbargh,

On the 8d 1nst, Mr. Bright was prezented with
the frecdom of the city of Edinburgh, in the
Music Hall, where was gathercd a great audi-
epce. Mr. Bright's address, aller the formalities
ol the prescptation were over, Wis a very uble
effort, aud recelves the following comments
in the London Zimes of the 4ih tust. :— '

¢ o » Mr.Brght's attitude during the clvil
war fn Ameriea furnighes, bowever, tha nmost
remurkable view ot tlic incompletcness ot his
political eharacter. If any msn bhated the
objects of the Becesgionists, and gave his syn-
pathy to the North, Mr. Bright was that mtn:
and yet we do not remember o single occaston
during the course of the war on which he spoke
as one who thoroughly approved the foreibla
repression of the Rebellion, who would himself,
bud he been an Americau, iave supported it
heart snd =oul., and would, if needtul, have
enhgted in active service to carry it through,
The war bewng in existence, e hoped for the
victory of the right, but the war iteelf, the
exertion of armed force to repress a wrong, he
treated as superstitions villagers treat graveyards
—a thivg to be avolded, not to be looked at,
to be, it possible, forgottes, How much this
defect disqualities & man from the aective ser-
‘wice of his country may be seéen from a con-
sideration of the functions of the great officers
of Blate, The wttimalum ol force s of course
tbe reason of the existence of Lords of the
Admiralty and Secrctaries ol War, It is un
imphed element in the negotlations of the
Foreign Sceretary.,  The Colouinl Secretary was,
unti] lately, Mipister of War. The Judisu
Becreiary {s an  Commander-in-Chicl, It Js,
indeed, one of the clementury facts of life that
when reason and perspacion are exhansted
force must be ueed to repress or to punish
wrong, and those who will not recognize and
siet upon this truth may be uselul allies as

schoolmasters and teaclers, but cannol be
ranked among the governors of the world,
Mr. Bright used a plrase yesterday at

Edinburgh which may serve to bring out the
view of his character on which we bave dwelt.
He spuke of the Government of the United
States as beiug “*the ireest and cheapest in the
world.” Whether the statement be accurate is
immaterial: it is very charactenstie.  Mr.
Bright has been trying ull his life to make our
Government freer and eheaper, not without
succees; and probubly his ideal of political
gociety might have been found nearly realized
in New Fuoglaod before the war, where
there were no foreign politics, nnd the zin-

gle task of a reformer would be to
overturn the system of protection which
flourished und flourishes there as stoully
at ever it did under our more aristooratic

government, To live #t home, snd realize a
certiin progression ip comiort, not wholly un-
observant or the outer world, yet leaving the
pations of it to race tozether as Lthey might Jist
=—in a word, to secure freedom and cheapuess,
wonld be as much as he would strike to attain,
And yet, who s there who dors not see that
when all this l& suld there is much lefit neg-
lected: that spch an lgolation, however apps-
rently inconvenient, wounld be neither noble nor
safe; and that the dowmestic condition of Lhe
self-contained power mpet itself langaish for
want of that counceptlion of nalloual unity
which 15 at once manif sted and strengthened
by the free and vigorows dischurge of luternaes
tional relations ?

The French Fress,

The Paris correspondent of the Daily News,
writing oen the evenimg of the 20, says the
Momitour du Soir comes onl with the following
really astonishing parngraph;—

“Beyernl journuls have [or some time past
indulged in diseussions coucerning the cliar-
acter and extent of Lhe constitucional power of
the head of the State. The Government reminds
Lhe press that such discussions are positively
probibited by the senaius consultum of Jaly
18, 1866."

The Pall Mall Gazette of the 4th says:—
“Writing last night, our Pac'e corrcepondent
fnye, ‘All the papers reproduce the nole pub
lirhed in the Mondeur yesterday ceveniog, cnde-
tiouing Ruul'lrnll—t« a4 o the tilegwlity of criti-
clzing the “attributions” of the Ewperor. The
Debiais places the official document 4 u kind of
bending to an article from the pen of Prevost-
Paradol, in which the present regime is rather
roughly handled.

ing house, whose atinits he condaeted forseveral
years with care and ddelity; and them we ace
opening out uuder his auspices, in hia native
city, the germ of 1hat mighty busine:s which
wis destined to act so powerfully upon the
governments of Euroape, Before eatablishing liis
little banking hovse Meyer Anselm Rotasehtld
prepared himsell for the adventure by macry-
ingd and s pradent choles, there 18 no doabt,
contributed greatly to his eveutful sucressd in
the world, Subsequently he returned to Fennk-
lort, where, after having epgieed in the bank-
ing bueivess on his own account, he beeames the
bar ker of William I1X, the Landgrave ol Hesan,
deyer Angelm livst became Known a8 a uego-
tintor of Governwent louus in 1702, by procur-
ivg from the Lavderave sn amount of money
sifficient to pay the rausom imposed by tue
French Gelcral Custive upon the people of
Frauklort, as an alternative of the sacking of
their eity. This incident cansed his services to
bhe wlterwards frequently in demand amone the
cmuller German potenrates, In 1808 Napoleon
decreed that the Stutes of the mw.‘.:qii-.{m ol
Hesse Cassel and Brunswick were forfetled, and
sent an army to enforce the decrce. Toe
Elector of Hesse declded on fleeing, bat balong
the posseseor of £5,000,00010 silver, which be was
unwilling to give up to Nupoleon, he wagin u
quandary a4 to what] be should do with i1,
sendivge tor Rotbechild be offered him tha use of
the money without interest if he would remove

Napoleon, hewever, enused the Blestor so mach
wiarm that be urged the Rothachilds to keep his
treasures at the interest ot two per cent, oer
anuum, which they didd until 1823, The faithial
und able wansgement of the Rothsenllds won
tor them the confidence of courts auil Buanciers,
Meyer Augelm bad ten chiliren, five of them
sons, all of whom survived him. The eldest,
Anselm, who becnme his father's purtner and
guceessor at Frankfort, was born June 12, 17938,
and  died December 6, 1555, The =etond,
solomon (born  September 1774, died
July, 1#566), waeg the head ol the Vienna
braneh ot the firm. The t ird, Nathan
Mayer (born September 16, 1777, died at
Fruuktort, July 28, 1846), settled in London in
1708, and afterwards obiained the reputation of
bemeg the ablest financier of the fawily, The
fourth, Charles (born April 24, 1788, died March
10, 1866), settled in Naples iu 1821l. The tve
brothers constituted but one firm, in which each
had an equal interest, but transacted business

received the title ot Consul-Geveral of thae
Austrian Ewpire in Franee—an honor which he
beld until his death, Alter the restoration ot
the Bourbons lurge numbers of the sotous of
the ancienne nob'egge had recoorse to him for
financial relief. In 1800 he presented for the
relicr of the wounded duriog the three days of
revolutlon the sum of 12,000 trancs.

ol the house arrived at a position which
made him the guest and iriend of kiogs and
emperors the help of governmeuts god the bene-
fnctor of peoples, Ruising himself, ot by soy
of those portentous cireumetunces or lacky
accidents which not nolrequently oocar o &
lifetime, he steadily and honestly worked on,
put) g Jength & goal wae reackhid thiat s slomosg

for the relief of the wounded, the anegry feel-
fugs beenme appessed e such & degree that he
could agnin engaee m his bankmng atfuirs, The
chapge in the public mind, bowever, was of
such & ehiracter that, undor the empire of Nu-
poleon 11, the part he took in great matters of
stale wis not 8o important a8 doving the reign
of Louts Philippe aud his predecessor.

He was born sbout 1805, and saececded s
father, Rhen Din Klung, in 1825, by right of kis
being eldest son of the Queen.  He wis, howe
ever, ret pride by one of bis elder brothers, and
Becnme s Buddbist monk, devoting & large por-
tion of his time to stodyivg desd and wodern
fangnuece, He acquired s familiar  kuow-
ledge of the selences, spoke Euoglish with
great fluency, and was o member of the

Wastinarox, Nov. 17, <The aonusl report of
the Hon. H., R, Hurlburd, Controller of the
Currency, which Is nearly finished, will show
the number of banks organized duriog the last
year to be but twelve, nbout bhalf of which were
iutended to take the pluco of banks that are
windivg up, and are to have cirealation as the
notes of such banks are returned, the remainder
being pew associations without e'realation,
until gome further provito shull be male
by Congress, It will also contain tables show-
ing the condition the lawlul monpey re-
served by Slates, exhibiting the anmount of
cireulistion and deposits to be protected by the
Peserve, the amouont of lawinl money on hand,
and the amount available m New York and
otlier redeeming circles for that puarpose-
Those banks that are required to holl in reserve
15 per cent,, and those that are required to hold
25 per cent, of their circulation and Geposits, dre
grouped separalely, These retarns are given
for each quarter last year, and show & very
considerable excess of re erve over the amount
required by law. The report will preseut in
tabiuiar form the amount of taxes paid by the
bavks to thblr respective States and to the
United States tor the cualendur yenr 1867, show-
jug the sgeregite taxation to be unearly 6 per
cent, on the capital of the bunks,

The Controller revews his recommendations
of lust yeur for the redemption of all National
Bank notes In New York, balieving that the
nltimate redemption of all such carrency is
vetabhehied beyoud o question, 1% ouly remalns
to make them convertible, This can be doue
only by muking them redeemable at a common
ceutre, which should be the centre of trade.
When this is aceomplished, the amount of notes
in circalation will be reguinted stricily by the
demand, When the volume shall be greator
than is necesgary to the business of the country,
the bauks will be calied upou to redeem the
surpius, and it will be retived, When trade is
active, and more currency i3 required, the
banks will expand their issaes, and redemp-
tions will not be demanded nntil the season
of activity s over., If all the banks uare
required to conform Lo " unl-
form standard of rospousibility in
this particular, the bardea being equally
divided amoung all in proportion to thelir circu-

The Fourth Ward Election Oase,
CoOURT oF QUARTER SEssioNs—Judge Pelres,
—1n the ecase of Recorder Glvin, woo velunla-
rily submitted to nppear before the Court nnder
® charge of contempt In refusing to produce the
¢lection boxes oalled for at a hearlng before
Alderman Jones, and who ook outw writ of
habens corpns for his discharge lo order to (est
the questlon whether aan Alderman was the
proper magistrate to order thelr produostion,
nis Honor tols morning rendered the following
ducision:— )

Toe Commonwealth ex rel, James Glven vs,
the Sherifl, Huabeas corpus, Plerve J.—By tho
act of May 1, 1841, the Mayor and Recorder of
the Cliy of Polindelphla are made Loe ousio-
dians of the ballot boxes after the elactions held
in the sald olty, which they are required to de-
posit 1o a fire proofl room or vaRualt provided for
Lt purpose; and Lhey sre probiblied from
inking or openlog, or permittiog Lo be taken or
opened, apy bullot-box deposiied as aforesald,
foir the space of one yvear after the same a8 baen
deposited therein, except when they shall be
called mpon by some gourt or other tribaaal
sutborized to wry the merils of such eles.lon,
Toe ubjecs of thig law ls Lo preserva the ballot
boxes, voles, nnd papers therdin conlalned 1n-
viulate, 1o be used, I required, 'n determiniag
the merits of the election in which the baliols
were cast, There doea not appast to be any
provision in the law for trying the merits of the
elections for Presidentinl Kiectors, yet ln the
case of ARn uniawfal electlon, the Legisla-
tare could provide by law a mode of
tiyivg 118 meriis even after the election had
been neld, and there is, therefore, the same
necesslly for the preservaiion of the ballots as
in other cases, The means which the Leglsla-
ture has devised lor the preservation of the bal-
lots show the impo: lance of thelr &afe keep-
ing.
